A. Very often, but not always. Some

And the fourth attribute of Wisdom, 
which is Beatty said—‘tMan shall rep- 
resent and embrace all Suns and Plan- 
ets, all minerals and vegetables; and 
also the energy, strength, symmetry, 
and structural beauty of all animals, 
in form, organs and functions.”

A. Yes, quitefrequently, because during

sleep the inner faculties are temporarily 
set free and when we aresleeping sound- 
ly we are very much in the same con- 
dition as those who are no longer 
physically embodied. 

Q. Can clairvoyants foretell the future 
as well as read the past? 

A. To a limited extent they some 
times can and do; but as the past has 
left its record and future events have 
not yet occurred, the future can only 
be predicted either by seeing what has 
already taken place physically or men- 
tally, or by receiving informationfrom 
intelligences who are resolving to carry 
purposes into effect. 

Q. Can clairvoyants read our minds? 
A. Sometimes they can, very readily, 
especially when we are thinking of 
something very earnestly, for then we 
make definite mental images or produce 
thought-forms which are distinctly out- 
lined. 
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
